School trustees Marjorie Thomas and 
George Vance seek to retain their seats 
against the challenge of Neva Boyer, 
Dorothy Dial and DeWayne Holmdahl. 
All 
six precincts 
were located in 
school buildings. A breakdown of the 
balloting at 10:30 a.m., showed 63 out of 
850 
registered 
voters had cast their 
ballots 
at 
Clarence Ruth School; 145 
had voted at Hapgood School; 92 out of 
about 2,200 registered voters had cast 
their ballots at Fillmore School; 97 out 
of 2,200 registered voters had voted 
at Buena Vista School in Vandenberg 
Village; 41 out of 875 registered voters 
had voted at Los Berros School in Mis­ 
sion Hills; 111 out of 1,626 registered 
voters had voted at Lompoc 
Junior 
High School. 
Some school officials had predicted a 
light to moderate turnout despite the in­ 
tensity of the campaign in the closing 
days. 
It is the first election for each of the 
five candidates. Mrs. Thomas and Vance 
are incumbents, but they were originally 
appointed to their seats to fill out un­ 
expired term s of trustees who had re­ 
signed. 
It is also the first opportunity voters 
have had in two years to choose a ma­ 
jority of the school board by the elective 
process. In addition to the two incum­ 
bent candidates, the present board con­ 
tains Jack Helman who was appointed 
and John Beattie and Archie Nogle, both 
of whom were elected in 1967. 
Key issue in the campaign was the 
district’s 
financial plight. In the weeks 
immediately prior to today, the board in­ 
voked $1.14 in permissive override tax­ 
es, and cut about $120,000 from the ed­ 
ucational program in order to balance 
the upcoming fiscal budget. 
Mrs. Thomas and Vance defended the 
actions of the board. Holmdahl ran on a 
platform aimed at running the school dis­ 
trict within its income. Mrs. Dial was 
critical 
of what she said was a lack of 
independence on the part of the board, 
but went along with her four opponents 
in saying that the local area was not sup­ 
porting 
the 
schools adequately. Mrs. 
Boyer made frequent pleas for quality 
education and wisdom in facing the 
school’s financial plight.

Marine vet 
turns sniper, 
kills police 


CHICAGO (UPI) - A disabled Marine 
veteran killed two policemen question­ 
ing him about a department store bomb­ 
ing and then held hundreds of police 
off for six hours with guns, 
grenades 
and home-made 
bombs before surren­ 
dering. 
Frank 
Kulak, 
41 
today, 
admitted 
to police after surrendering Monday he 
planted the bomb among military toys in 
a Goldblatt Brothers Department Store 
April 7 “ to show how awful war is.” 
The bomb killed a woman clerk and in­ 
jured eight other persons. 
At one point in the six-hour battle, 
Kulak's brother, 
Harold, 
shouted up 
to him on the third-floor apartment: 
“ Frank, this isn’t a combat zone. The 
war is over . . . Frank, a lot of these 
men out here are servicem en.” 
Frank Kulak came to the window and 
bared his chest. Policemen near the 
building scurried for cover, fearing he 
would throw another bomb or grenade. 
Police marksmen held their fire, al­ 
though they could have killed him. 
Then 
Harold Kulak; a sister, Mrs. 
Katherine Potts, who lived in the apart­ 
ment with her husband and brother; and 
Deputy Police Supt. James Rochford en­ 
tered the building, went upstairs and 
spoke to Kulak, who held a .45 caliber 
pistol. 
“ There shouldn’t be any more blood­ 
shed,” Richford told him. 
Kulak sur­ 
rendered. 


Shot during the siege were Police­ 
man William J. Johnson, 26, who suffered 
a scalp wound, and Anthony Wasley, 20, a 
passerby who was wounded in the left 
leg. Also injured were Policeman Arthur 
Chiechanowski, 
30, 
who 
suffered a 
chest injury when falling debris struck 
him, 
Policeman 
Donald 
Malkowski, 
36, who was injured when a bomb ex­ 
ploded when he was in the basement of 
the building, and Police Sgt. Anthony 
Norka, who suffered an ear injury when 
a gun was fired too close to his head. 


The neighborhood, made of bungalows 
and three flats in a steelworkers district 
on the far South Side of Chicago, was shut 
down by fear during the fighting.

Official criticizes county for 
not getting state money 


A state official last night criticized 
Santa Barbara County for failure to re­ 
quest state airport development funds 
that have been available since 1965. 


The official, F.G. Lemke, aviation con­ 
sultant, department of aeronautics, told 
Lompoc Planning Commission that “ avi­ 
ation has gone ahead by leaps and bounds 
in *he state, and Santa Barbara County 
has more aircraft than ever before.” 


He said the state department of aero­ 
nautics had received aid applications 
from several counties in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, but despite the growth, none from 
Santa Barbara County. “ But,” he add­ 
ed, “ It’s better late than never.” 
He praised the commission for taking 
a lively interest in Lompoc Airport. 


Earlier, Lemke and an associate, Fred 
Stewart, planner in the aeronautics de­ 
partment, outlined the steps necessary 
for Lompoc Airport to gain state aid 
funds. Federal agencies had previously 
dominated aid to small airports. 


The presentation was part of the com­ 
m ission’s continuing effort to evaluate a 
proposed 
County Master Plan of Air­ 
ports, and the future of Lompoc Airport. 
Individual commissioners have challeng­ 
ed statistics contained in the plan, con­ 
tending that the Valley’s county air- 
port has a greater present volume of traf­ 
fic and a greater future than indicated. 


The commissioners postponed for two 
weeks a public hearing which had been 
scheduled last night on the county’s plan 
to permit the two state officials to 
evaluate the contents. Lemke had told

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on today made public his revised budget 
featuring $4 billion in cuts, more than 
half of them in welfare outlays and de­ 
fense programs. 
The new budget totals $192.9 billion 
as against the $196.9 billion estimated 
budget left behind by President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 
The $4 billion in cuts is aimed at pro­ 
ducing a $5.8 billion budget surplus — 
the largest since 1951. 
In order to reduce the spending, the 
Nixon Administration cut Social Securi­ 
ty program increases from the 10 per 
cent planned by the Johnson Administra­ 
tion to 7 per cent. 
Defense programs are slated for a $1.1 
billion cut. The remaining $1.9 billion in 
cuts are in a wide range of domestic 
program s, 
Administration spokesmen 
said. 
Budget 
Bureau Director Robert P. 
Mayo listed the following cuts 
for do­ 
mestic programs: 
-About $185 million in international 
lending programs through the Export- 
Import Bank. 
—Nearly $345 million in agricultural 
and natural resources conservation pro­ 
gram s. 
-A $420 million cut in Post Office and 
transportation program spending. 
—A $245 million cut in sales of vet­ 
erans’ loans. 
—A $140 million combined cut for 
Atomic Energy Commission and space 
program spending. 
Mayo said the “achievement of a sur­ 
plus is a major factor” in the govern­ 
ment’s war on inflation. 
“ There 
is 
a lack of appreciation 
throughout the country and in the busi­ 
ness community that we mean business,” 
Mayo said. 
Only one week into his Administration 
Nixon had asked department and agency 
heads to review the Johnson budget 
“ to achieve all the savings you can.” 
In advance of the budget disclosure,

The impass over the construction of 
a music annex at Lompoc Junior High— 
key to the transfer of the school’s iudi- 
torium to the City of Lompoc— might be 
broken if a proposal by State T reasurer 
Ivy Baker Priest is followed.

A reward fund of $1,000 has been 
raised and sent to the Faculty Club, 
whose directors met Monday and voted 
to set up a suitable memorial for Sftiarp.

About 70 per 
cent of his body had been burned, his 
right leg broken, and left hand broken, 
in addition to severe injuries to an eye, 
and multiple lacerations.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — A jury of 
12 American citizens deliberated today 
whether Sirhan b.

A verdict of first or second degree 
murder-one carrying a possible death 
sentence and the other assuring life-- 
was expected shortly. 


The 15-week case went to the jury 
of seven men and five women Monday 
at 2:55 p.m. PST. After 65 minutes of 
deliberation, they retired to their hotel 
rooms and were set to resume discuss­ 
ions today. 


Attorneys for both side* declined to 
estim ate how long the jury might be 
out. The jurors will deliberate during 
normal court hours of about 9:30 a.m. 
until 4:30 p.m. and then be locked up 
in their hotel rooms for the night.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A U.S. Navy 
reconnaissance plane carrying 31 crew­ 
men was lost today in a mission off the 
North Korean Coast and the Communists 
boasted they shot it down after it vio­ 
lated their air space. 
The Defense Department insisted the 
four-engine, propeller-driven plane - an 
EC121 - loaded with six tons of delicate 
electronic equipment for intelligence- 
gathering-stayed 50 miles away from the 
North Korean shore. The department said 
the 
plane was missing in the sea 
of 
Japan. Military sources in Washington 
and Tokyo indicated it was attacked by 
MIG jets. 
President Nixon, in his first exper­ 
ience in the White House with such an 
international 
incident, 
was awakened 
early to hear the report. 
A North Korean radio broadcast pick­ 
ed up at 1:30 a.m. EST gave first word 
of the incident. It said the craft, which 
carried a crew of 30 Navy men and one 
Marine, was downed at 11:50 p.m. EST 
Monday. 
That would be 1:50 p m. Korean time. 
The Communist broadcast did not 
say whether the plane was downed by 
ground fire or by aircraft but a Pent«* 
gon spokesman 
said it 
was too far 
from the coast to be within range of 
SAM surface-to-air m issiles. 
Senate Republican 
Leader 
Everett 
M. Dirksen said on Capitol Hill after 
a White House conference with Nixon 
and other GOP leaders that MiG’s took 
off 
from North Korea at 12:30 a.m. 
Korean time. 
The Communist broadcast said the 
plane was attacked “ after infiltrating 
deep into the airspace of the repub­ 
lic.” 
Some members of Congress express­ 
ed concern over the new North Korean 
action less than 15 months after its 
seizure of the USS Pueblo, which was 
on an intelligence mission off the North 
Korean coast. 
Nixon was reported carefully study­ 
ing details of the incident while Sec­ 
retary of State William P. Rogers cal­ 
led 
in Soviet Ambassador Anatoly F. 
Dobrynin to discuss the situation and 
to ask for help in looking for the plane. 
Japan and South Korea also were asked 
for aid. 
Last August in accepting the Repub­ 
lican presidential nomination, Nixon was 
highly critical of the Johnson Administra­ 
tion’s handling of the Pueblo affair, say­ 
ing it was time for new leadership when 
respect for the United States wasdeclin- 
ed to the point that “ a fourth-rate 
military power, like North Korea, will 
seize an American naval vessel on the 
high seas.” 
The North Korean broadcast said the 
plane “ was 
reconniotering after in­ 
truding deep into the territorial air of 
the northern half of the Republic” when 
it was shot down. 
The broadcast did not reveal whether 
any of the crew survived or where the 
plane went down. The Pentagon said 
list of members of the crew was being 
withheld pending notification of next of 
kin. 
In the case of the Pueblo, 82 of the 
83 members of the crew survived and 
were held prisoner for a year by the 
Communists 
They were released last 
December, just before Christmas. 
The White House was being kept clos­ 
ely informed 
of the developments in 
President 
Nixon’s first encounter with 
an incident of this type. 
The Pentagon said the plane, which 
is said to be capable of carrying six 
tons of special electronic equipment, 
took off from the big U.S. Navy base 
at Atsugi, Japan, at 5 p.m. EST Mon­ 
day and was last heard from about 
midnight. 
The Defense statement said the pilot 
was under orders to approach no clos­ 
er than 50 miles to the 
North Korean 
coast.

Ronald Reagan, borrowing a 
page from the federal book, has 
called for a two-term limit on 
governors and election of a 
state 
chief 
executive 
and 
lieutenant governor on a single 
ticket. 
The 
first-term 
Republican 
governor asked for the term 
restriction and action to head 
off the chance that a governor 
and his lieutenant would be of 
opposing parties in a special 
message 
to 
the Legislature 
Monday. 
He said any California gover­ 
nor should “ step aside after 
eight years in office" and noted 
that a lieutenant governor “ is 
only a heartbeat away from the 
governorship.” 
Reagan endorsed two pro­ 
posed 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ments by Republican Assembly­ 
man Charles Conrad of Sher­ 
man Oaks. If enacted by the 
Legislature, the m easures pro­ 
bably 
would 
appear 
on the 
November 1970 ballot—on which 
Reagan is expected to seek a 
second four-year term . 
Similar legislation has been 
defeated by previous legisla­ 
tures.

defeated Democrat Edmund G. 
Brown who made a try for a 
third term . 


Reagan term ed a “ weak link” 
in the line of succession an 
existing provision enabling the 
two top 
California political 
officeholders to be of separate 
parties. 
“ The governor and lieutenant 
governor 
should be a team 
before 
they 
are 
electecM n 
order to make certain that they 
function as a team after they 
are 
elected,” 
the two page 
message said. 
Under existing law. he said, 
“ it is possible for a lieutenant 
governor of an opposing politi­ 
cal 
party 
to undermine the 
work of a governor—even while 
serving as 
acting 
governor 
when the chief executive is out 
of state.” 
“ The lieutenant governor is 
only a heartbeat away from the 
governorship,” Reagan 
said. 
“ He acts as governor when the 
chief executive is out of state, 
with every power, and every 


responsibility vested 
in 
the 
governor, until the chief execu­ 
tive returns.”

death, 
the 
lieutenant 
governor becomes 
governor. 
The governor 
ap­ 
points a successor to the No. 2 
post. 
“ The lieutenant 
governor 
should continue to carry out the 
goals 
and objectives of the 
governor,” he said.

POLLY’S POINTERS 


Making Bead Flowers 


Is Painstaking Task 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—Someone asked sometime ago about di­ 
rections for making bead flowers. I hope the attached di­ 
rections will help her. I had to unearth them, as I am a 
regular pack rat. It is often hard to say where things are 
put away. 1 enjoy our daily visit and learn a lot, too.— 
MRS. E. W. D. 


DEAR GIRLS—I know we all appreciate Mrs. E. W. D.’s 
trouble in hunting up the lengthy and detailed instructions 
she sent. I have tried to shorten and simplify them for you. 
The procedure is fairly simple but it is a slow, painstaking 
job, well worth the trouble, as these flowers are very ex­ 
pensive: 
The beads can be bought in a tube or on strands. They 
are slipped onto a No. 30 wire, which is used to make the 
petals and leaves. I found that one of the thin wires from 
picture-hanging wire also worked quite well for this. 
Heavier No. 18 wire is used to strengthen the stems. If you 
are making a leaf, slip green beads on the wire until there 
is a sufficient number to bend into the desired shape and 
size of leaf wanted. Then tightly twist one end of the wire 
around the other so the beads do not slip but stay close 
together. Clip wire, with at least a couple of inches extend­ 
ing beyond the leaf. Take heavier wire, cut to the desired 
length, and twist this fine wire around it so the stem will 
stand erect. Wrap each stem with green floral tape. Put it 
around on the bias and keep pulling so it goes on smooth 
and unwrinkled. 
Flower heads follow the same general method, but be­ 
fore the wire is clipped as many petals as needed can be 
formed. Firmly twist the wires after each petal is made. 
Looking at a picture of a floral bouquet would be a rather 
difficult procedure to follow. Select simple flower drawings 
such as might be in a child’s coloring book to get the 
basic patterns for different flowers. The leaves could be 
left with the cut wires and added along the stiff stems as 
the flowers are wired to it and there are not so many 
stems. Practice will make perfect. More elaborate flowers 
can eventually be made after the simpler basic ones are 
mastered.—POLLY

‘Old Salt

Ocean fishing last week was 
on the quiet side with the weath­ 
er a m ajor factor. 
As a result not many ang­ 
le rs were willing to take a 
chance on adverse conditions. 
Some fish were taken during 
the weekend with Harbor As­ 
sociates, which operates the 
launch facility ■ at Avila, re­ 
porting 22 boats during the week 
with a total of 27 sahhon. 
Morro 
Bay 
reported rock 
fishing quiet when we checked 
that harbor although M oore’s 
Landing reported five large sal­ 
mon had been landed. Surf fish­ 
ing north of Morro Bay has been 
hot in the vicinity of the oil 
pier but eased up over the week­ 
end. Fishing at the San Simeon 
pier was also slow with a few 
sm all soles being brought in by 
fisherm en braving cold winds. 
The creeks north of Cam bria 
are all still full of water and 
except for San Simeon Creek, 
all are open to the ocean. The 
general trout season opener 
for w aters in north of the San­ 
ta B arbara - San Luis Obispo 
County line looks like anglers 
may find some ocean run trout 
in the northern parts of San 
Luis Obispo County. 
Department of FishandGam e 
trout planting schedules have 
been released for most areas. 
Stream s scheduled in Santa B ar­ 
bara 
County 
include 
Davey 
Brown and Manzana Creeks if 
roads rem ain open and the San­ 
ta Ynez River from the Boy’s 
Camp up to the first crossing. 
In San Luis Obispo County, 
stockings have been scheduled 
for Atascadero Lake, Chorro 
R eservoir and Laguna Lake, the 
latter two near San Luis Obis­ 
po; and both Lopez Creek and 
Lopez R eservoir east of Arroyo 
Grande. 
In regard to the Lopez Creek 
plantings, should roads prove 
to be impassable, the trout sla­ 
ted for that area might be 
dumped into the reservoir be­ 
low. 
To date we have been unable 
to obtain any information as to 
which portions of the new Lo­ 
pez R eservoir will be open for 
fishing. In the upper reaches of 
Lopez Creek, fishing should be 
good with a high amount of car­ 
ry over from last year. 
Going further north, the Low­ 
e r Nacimiento River is not sche­ 
duled for stocking until after 
June 1, and at that, plantings 
may not be made this year be­ 
cause of flood damage repair 
work according to some rum ors 
which have gone around lately. 
If any stockings are made, ang­ 
lers must first obtain entry p er­ 
m ission from the Provost M ar­ 
shall’s office in Camp Roberts 
(north of Paso Robles). 
Another trout areawhich ang­ 
le rs can check out is that in 
Monterey County where the DFG 


reports good fishing for those 
who do not mind a little hiking 
to reach the headwaters of the 
C arm el River, Big Sur River 
and Arroyo Seco Creek on the 
coast. 
Fish and Game D irector Ray 
Arnett informed the California 
Fish andGame Commission that 
changed circum stances affect­ 
ing king salmon in the Sacra­ 
mento River make legislative 
restriction of the com m ercial 
take unnecessary at this time, 
according to a recent DFG re ­ 
lease. 
Arnett pointed out that the ma­ 
jor factor is the excellent wa­ 
te r condition in northern and 
central California, which has 
the following beneficial affects 
on 
salmon: 
ample 
water in 
spawning beds; large amount of 
carryover storage which will 
provide 
adequate 
flows 
for 
spawning and migration next 
fall; and increased survival of 
downstream 
m igrants during 
the heavy runoff. 
Arnett indicated the DFG will 
recommend a return to the three 
fish bag limit for the 1970 sea­ 
son. The current lim it can’t be 
raised because of Fish andGame 
Code regulations which restrict 
such action to formal regula­ 
tions in the fall. 
Two thousand trout, weighing 
three to five pounds each, chose 
E aster week to produce a rec­ 
ord of 9.2 million eggs in three 
days at the DFG hatchery in 
Inyo County. 
The number of eggs produced 
at the hatchery came as w aters 
warmed to 55 degrees after a 
month of extrem ely cold water 
(around 40 degrees) had delayed 
all spawning. Two - man spawn­ 
ing team s handled 6,000 trout, 
half females and half males, 
taking and fertilizing nearly 14 
million eggs in a two week span. 
In a normal year the egg 
take at the Mt. Whitney Hatch­ 
ery in Inyo County is spread 
over 13 or 14 weeks. The aver­ 
age female trout can produce 
up to 4,600 
eggs 
with 
the 
hatchery producing something 
in the neighborhood of 17 to 
18 million fertilized eggs for 
shipment to other hatcheries 
during a season, according to 
the DFG. 
Of the total eggs to be pro­ 
duced this year, one million 
will be shipped to Korea as a 
part of the DFG’s international 
exchange program . 
The Mt. Whitney rainbow, a 
prized species of trout, is per­ 
petuated through highly selected 
brood fish, each with its own 
“pedigree.” Each fish is used 
as a spawner. Starting at the age 
of two years, for two years and 
then is planted in public fishing 
w aters as four year olds, hence 
the occassional “ lunker” that 
the fisherm an may catch in 
local stream s and lakes.

Kramer ’s Green Bay 
diary had instant effect

MARCO ISLAND,

(NEA)—Two years ago, Jerry 
Kramer discovered 
just how 
difficult it was to escape the 
storied “ togetherness” of the 
Green Bay Packers. 
While the Packers plowed to­ 
ward their third straight Nation­ 
al Football League champion­ 
ship, 245-pound 
guard Gerald 
Louis Kramer was attempting 
to record — not write —a book, 
a diary on life with Green Bay 
and Vince Lombardi. 
“ It’s something you’ve got 
to do alone,” said Kramer and 
went off in search of an empty 
phone booth or rest room. Lat­ 
er, he tried a closet at home 
but finally discovered the most 
effective method was to get 
into his automobile, take a long 
drive and talk to himself —and 
his portable tape recorder. 
The result, of course, was 
“ Instant 
Replay,” the best­ 
selling sports book that al­ 
ready is in its ninth printing 
and has sold more than 175,000 
copies. The result also was 
Jerry Kramer, author. 
“ It’s changed some attitudes 
toward me,” says Kramer, his 
pale blue eyes glinting. “ When 
I am introduced to a group as a 
football player, you can see 
that old look — the feeling that a 
large person is an ignorant 
person. 
“ Then when the guy men­ 
tions that I also have a best sell­ 
er, you can see the change. 
Their eyes light up. They smile. 
It’s a good feeling.” 
The book also had its effect 
on the Packers, naturally. For 
one 
thing, 
Mrs. 
Lombardi 
said it helped her understand 
her husband — even after 28 
years of marriage. Other re­ 
sponses were not so gratify­ 
ing. 
Whenever 
Kramer shuffled 
into a bathroom to talk to him­ 
self,

ed. “ Very little was said,” he 
recalls.

“ Then the book was published 
and suddenly I was in public 
demand. More things changed.

Well-qualified young peo­ 
ple will find highly favorable 
opportunities throughout the 
1970s to obtain entry posi­ 
tions that offers the possibil­ 
ity of promotion to m ana­ 
gerial work in the booming 
hotel industry. 
An estim ated 700,000 peo­ 
ple were employed in the 
industry in 
1967, 
and the 
em ploym ent dem and is ex­ 
pected to keep pace with the 
trem endous i n c r e a s e s in 
b u s i n e s s 
and 
pleasure 
travel. 
In the case of hotel m an­ 
agem ent, 
applicants 
with 
college degrees in hotel ad­ 
m inistration will have an ad­ 
vantage in seeking entry po­ 
sitions and later advance­ 
m ent, 
particularly 
if they 
have also had training in 
food 
m anagem ent 
or 
can 
qualify as sales m anagers. 
There 
were 
approxim ately 
150,000 m anagers in 1967. 
Some 
hotel 
occupations 
can be entered with little or 
no specialized training, but 
in m any kinds of hotel work 
the 
dem and 
for 
specially 
trained people is increasing. 
M anagers and their assist­ 
ants are a relatively sm all 
group, with the highly im ­ 
portant task of supervising 
operations and m aking them 
profitable. While the m an­ 
agers are responsible for all 
operations, 
assistants 
and 
others on their staffs may be 
responsible for specific op­ 
erations: food service m an­ 
agers, who operate dining 
room s and other facilities; 
sales m anagers, responsible 
for 
attracting 
m ore 
busi­ 
ness; and others in charge 
of the front office and v ari­ 
ous phases of m anagem ent. 
Since most hotels prom ote 
from within, individuals who 
have proved their ability, 
usually in front office jobs, 
m ay be prom oted to assist­ 


ant m anager positions and 
eventually to general m an­ 
ager. 
Although successful hotel 
experience is generally the 
first consideration in select­ 
ing m anagers, em ployers in­ 
creasingly em phasize a col­ 
lege 
education. 
Many 
be­ 
lieve that the best educa­ 
tional 
preparation 
is 
pro­ 
vided by the few colleges 
which 
offer 
a 
specialized 
four-year curriculum in ho­ 


tel and restaurant adm inis­ 
tration. Specialized courses 
in hotel work, available in a 
few junior c o l l e g e s , and 
study courses given by the 
Educational Institute of the 
American Hotel and Motel 
Association, are also helpful. 
C o l l e g e graduates who 
have m ajored in hotel ad ­ 
m inistration 
usually 
begin 
their hotel careers as front 
office clerks 
After acquir­ 
ing 
the 
necessary 
experi­ 
ence, they m ay advance to 
top m anagerial positions. 
Some large hotel organiza­ 
tions have established spe­ 
cial program s for m anage­ 
m ent trainees who are col- 
lege graduates or for less 
highlv trained personnel pro- 
m o t e d from within. Such 
program s consist m ainly of 
on-the-job 
training 
assign­ 
m ents in which the trainee 
is rotated am ong jobs in the 
various hotel departm ents. 
In addition, some large ho­ 
tels provide financial assist­ 
ance 
to 
outstanding 
em ­ 
ployes for college study. 
Hotel 
m anager 
trainees 
who are graduates of spe­ 
cialized c o l l e g e program s 
start out at annual salaries 
ranging from $5,000 to $7,200 
a year and are usually given 
periodic raises for the first 
year 
or 
two. 
Experienced 
inanagers m ay earn several 
tim es as much as beginners 
and a few, in top jobs, earn 
$50,000 or more a year. Ho­ 
tel location and type and 


size affect earnings. In addi­ 
tion, hotels custom arily fur­ 
nish 
m anagers 
and 
their 
fam ilies with lodging in the 
hotel, m eals, parking facili­ 
ties, laundry and other serv­ 
ices. 
O ther em ploym ent classi­ 
fications include: 
• Bellmen and bell cap­ 
tains, who handle the bag­ 
gage of incoming guests, es­ 
cort them to their rooms and 
p r o v i d e inform ation and 
service. 
No specific educational re­ 
quirem ents exist for bell­ 
men jobs, 
but graduation 
from high school enhances 
opportunities for transfer to 
front office clerical jobs and 
promotion. S i n c e bellmen 
are in frequent contact with 
the public, it is im portant 
that they be neat, tactful 
and courteous. They must 
also be able to stand all day 
and to handle heavy bag­ 
gage. 
N early 1,000 openings a 
year are expected for bell­ 
men in the 1970s. 
Since earnings of bellmen 
are greatly affected by tips, 
obtaining 
meaningful 
data 
on their income is difficult, 
but in large luxury and re­ 


sort hotels, they m ay earn 
$100 or m ore a week, includ­ 
ing these tips. 
• Front office clerks, who 
greet 
guests, 
rent rooms, 
handle mail and do other 
work related to assigning 
rooms. 
High school graduates who 
have some clerical aptitude 
and the personal ch aracter­ 
istics necessary for dealing 
with the public m ay be hired 
for beginning jobs such as 
m ail, 
inform ation, or key 
clerk. Neatness, a courteous 
and 
friendly 
m anner 
and 
ease in dealing with people 
are i m p o r t a n t personal 
traits for front office clerical 
workers. Typing and book­ 
keeping 
courses 
given 
in 
high school m ay be helpful, 
particularly 
for 
nightshift 
work where additional cleri­ 
cal duties are often 
per­ 
f o r m e d , 
or for jobs 
in 
sm aller hotels and motels, 
w here the front office clerks 
often have a variety of du­ 
ties. 
Inexperienced 
w o r k e r s 


learn about the front office 
routine m ainly through on- 
the-job 
experience. 
T h e y 
usually have a brief initial 
training period during which 
their duties are described 
and they are given inform a­ 
tion about the hotel, such as 
the location of rooms and 
the types of services offered. 
Em ploym ent in this occu­ 
pation will p r o b a b l y in­ 
crease m oderately through 
the 1970s. Wage rates vary 
greatly. 


• Housekeepers 
and 
a s­ 
sistants, 
who 
are 
respon­ 
sible for keeping the hotels 
clean and attractive. They 
account for furnishings ami 
supplies; hire, train, and su­ 
p e r v i s e the m aids, linen 
room and laundry workers, 
h o u s e m e n , seam stresses, 
and repairm en; 
keep em ­ 
ploye records; and perform 
other 
duties. 
Those 
em ­ 
ployed in middle-sized and 
sm all hotels not only super­ 
vise the cleaning staffs but 
may do some of the work. In 
large hotels and sm aller lux­ 
ury-type hotels, the duties 
of executive or head house­ 
keepers are prim arily ad­ 
m inistrative. 
In m any hotels, executive 
housekeepers 
are 
assisted 


by floor housekeepers who 
directly supervise the work 
on one floor or m ore. Large 
hotels also m ay employ as­ 
sistant executive housekeep­ 
ers. More than 18,000 hotel 
h o u s e k e e p e r s were em ­ 
ployed in early 1967, most of 
whom were women. 
Although no specific edu­ 
cational requirem ents exist 
for housekeepers, m ost em ­ 
p l o y e r s prefer applicants 
who have at least a high 
school diploma. Experience 
is also an asset. 
Specialized training in ho­ 
tel adm inistration, including 
c o u r s e s in housekeeping, 
was available in several col­ 
leges in 1966. Some universi­ 
ties offer short s u m m e r 
courses or conduct evening 
classes in co-operation with 
the National 
E x e c u t i v e 
Housekeepers 
Association. 
In addition, the Educational 
Institute of the Am erican 
Hotel and Motel A dm inistra­ 
tion also offers housekeep­ 
ing o r i e n t e d courses, for

The Roth-Stone system de­ 
veloped by Alvin Roth and 
his old partner Tobias Stone 
possessed two basic features 
that set it ap art from Stand­ 
ard Am erican. 
The first feature was the 
sound o p e n i n g bid. They 
would pass hands in first or 
second seat that alm ost any­ 
one else would open. The 
second was their unwilling­ 
ness to open the bidding be­ 
fore p a r t n e r had passed 
without a five-card suit. In 
other words, they did not 


open four-card m ajors. 
Of course, we seldom open 
four-card m ajors ourselves, 
but we don’t absolutely ie- 
fuse to do so. We like our 
partners to assum e that our 
opening m ajor suit is at 
least five cards in length. 
In “ Modern Bridge Bid­ 
ding Com plete,” Roth sticks 
to his five-card m ajors but 
has reduced his m inim um 
opening bid requirem ents to 
14 Roth points, including at 
least 10 high-card points. The 
difference between a Roth 
point and a Goren or Jacoby 
point is that he adds one 
point for a six-card m ajor 
and two points for a seven- 
card m ajor, and the sam e 
one or two points for a good 
six- or seven-card minor. 
Today’s South hand is an 
example of the new Roth- 
Rubens 
m inim um 
opening 
bid. 
South 
had 
14 
Roth 
points m ade up of 10 for high 
cards, three for the single­ 
ton and doubleton, and one 
extra for the sixth spade. 
North raises gam e and South 
has no trouble m aking 10 
tricks, since he can trum p 
his queen, seven and deuce 
of hearts in dum m y. 
We m ade up the hands 
since the book only showed 
South. We chose them care­ 
fully. E ast and West each 
held 
11 
high-card 
points. 
Neither has an opening bid 
so that if South does pass, 
the chances are that the 
hand will be passed out.

Eighteen professional lawmen 
will be graduated from the Allan 
Hancock College Police Acad­ 
emy on Wednesday, April 16. 
The special ceremoney in 
the college’s Performing Arts 
Center will mark the conclu­ 
sion of the second professional 
academy at the college this 
year. The first such group held 
a similar ceremony on Novem­ 
ber 20 with lawmen being honor­ 
ed as the first to attend AHC’s 
new special study program.

Part of the ceremony will 
be an inspection of the class by 
Brian McBride, coordinator of 
law enforcement at Hancock 
College, and area chiefs of 
police.

Forty-five courses in ethnic 
studies will be included in Cal­ 
ifornia State Polytechnic Col­ 
lege’s catalog of courses for 
1969-70 when it is published 
next month, according to Dr. 
Robert E. Kennedy, president 
of the college. 
Some of the courses in the 
interdisciplinary 
listing 
are 
new, others have appeared in 
previous Cal 
Poly catalogs. 
Some will be available on an 
experimental basis during the 
1969-70 academic year. 
Among those with special eth­ 
nic emphasis are courses in 
anthropology, art. economics, 
education, English, foreign lan­ 
guages, 
geography, 
history, 
home economics, music, phil­ 
osophy, physical education, pol­ 
itical sciences, and sociology. 
The interdisciplinary course 
offerings were approved by a 
college-wide committee during 
a meeting last week. The com­ 
mittee had been assigned by 
President Kennedy to work on 
development of Cal Poly’s off­ 
erings in ethnic studies. 
Dr. Kennedy announced also 
that Rev. Bruce E. Tjaden, a 
minister for the United Cam­ 
pus Ministeries and part-time 
member of the college faculty 
since September, 1967, is serv­ 
ing as acting coordinator for 
the ethnic studies offerings and 
as chairman of the campus-wide 
ethnic studies committee. 
The college president said 
that although a degree major 
curriculum will not be offered 
in ethnic studies, a proper sel­ 
ection of courses from the cat­ 
alog listings may provide stu­ 
dents with an interdisiplinary 
minor.

Mussel 
quarantine 
announced 


The annual quarantine order 
on mussels 
in 
California, 
from May 1 to October 31, was 
issued today by the State direc­ 
tor of public health. 
Dr. Louis F. Saylor instruct­ 
ed health officers of coastal 
and bay counties to post signs 
in affected areas warning the 
public not to gather mussels, 
except for fish bait. The signs 
also state that clams should be 
cleaned and washed thoroughly 
before cooking, and all dark 
parts of the meat should be dis­ 
carded. 
"The source of the paraly­ 
tic poision that contaminates 
mussels and to some extent 
clams is a microscopic organ­ 
ism of the ocean, a form of 
plankton,” Dr. Saylor said. 
"When these organisms are 
abundant, the sea turns a deep 
rust color, the socalled ‘Red 
Tide’ that American Indians 
long ago associated with shell­ 
fish poisoning.” 
Abalone 
and crabs do not 
feed on plankton and there is 
no danger of poisoning from 
them, Dr. Saylor said. The 
number of poisonous 
plank­ 
ton in coastal waters during 
the summer months can in­ 
crease suddenly, 
resulting in 
shellfish becoming toxic with­ 
in a few days. Therefore, mus­ 
sels are put under an annual 
quarantine from May to Novem­ 
ber and at such times as labor­ 
atory tests show them to be 
dangerous, Dr. Saylor said. 
Since 1959, the number of 
paralytic poisoning cases from 
mussels or clams has been min­ 
imal but the incidence was much 
higher in earlier years. From 
1927 to 1959, California had 
373 cases of mussel or clam 
poisoning, 
with 
30 deaths. 
The first outbreak of shellfish 
poisoning on the Pacific Coast 
was 
recorded by a Russian 
expedition in 1790, Dr. Saylor 
said.

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Personnel rules 


For manv, many months the Lompoc City Council has been 
poring over a set of proposed personnel rules as governs 
the working force of the city. The sessions have been many and 
long but it appears that the study is now over with the exception 
of several still undetermined issues. 
Thesr undetermined issues that provoke our interest are 
whether the city administrator is to have the power to appoint, 
discipline and remove employes in the competitive service 
or whether Council approval is necessary; and, whether the 
eit\ clerk and city treasurer shall come under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the city adm inistrator. 
It would not be our intention to editorially promote the tying 
of the city adm inistrator’s hands in the perform ance of his 
over-ail administrative duties. However, we view with some 
skepticism and trepidation the granting of powers to the city 
adm inistrator which we feel better belong in the hands of the 
City Council, our elected representatives. 
There is no doubt that in the appointment, discipline and re­ 
moval of employes in the competitive service, the City Coun­ 
cil would, in practically all cases, accept the recommenda­ 
tion of the city adm inistrator. He is closest to the scene. 
He is in constant communication with his department heads. 
He would be the most knowledgeable about the circum stances 
of an individual employe’s case. However, we believe that any 


actions concerning employes in the competitive service should 
receive the final authority by City Council, even though it may 
be considered routine. 
In the matter of the jurisdiction of the positions of city 
clerk and city treasu rer, we steadfastly oppose any action 
which 
would 
remove them from the direct control of the 
City Council. The two positions are important checks and bal­ 
ances among the City Council, the administration and the peo­ 
ple. 
Back in 1960, the people voted down by ballot the proposal 
that the two positions be changed from elective by the people 
to appointive by City Council. In 1962. the public’s attitude 
on the question had changed sufficiently to allow the question 
to squeak through to a narrow victory. Subsequent to that date, 
the question of who serves in the positions of clerk and treasur­ 
er has been answered directly by the City Council. 
Judging from the proposals in the Personnel Rules, it ap­ 
pears that an effort is underway to evolve our present council- 
administrative form of government into a council-manager form 
of government. The latter form gives the hired manager con­ 
siderable more power and authority than does the present form. 
If such a movement is underway, or if such alterations are 
being proposed, we submit that such questions should indeed 
be submitted to the people for final decision. 


Growth pattern 


The Cal-Tax News published by the California Taxpayers’ 
Association points out how expansion of boards and com m is­ 
sions is a good barom eter of government growth. It says, 
“ Each year the legislature responds to citizen requests to 
create new official or sem iofficial groups. The pattern is usual­ 
ly much the same. Initially the ‘advisory’ or ‘study’ group 
will require no public financing or will be required only for a 
limited number of years. Once created, however, the com­ 
m issions find they cannot do their work without a paid staff . . . 
Soon a temporary or noncosting group has become a perm- 


anent and growing part of a budget.” 
The Cal-Tax News then lists the changes and additions to com ­ 
m ittees and com m issions and councils made by the 1968 ses­ 
sion of the California Legislature. It is a long list and will, 
no doubt, cost the taxpayers of C alifornia many m illions of 
dollars — and C alifornia is just one state. The same prolifera­ 
tion of boards, bureaus, com m issions and study groups is taking 
place in 49 other states and the federal government. No doubt 
when the taxpayers finally revolt, a study group will have to 
be appointed to find out why.

My own experience within the past two 
months has been 
in 
four different 
stores, where, needless to say, I will not 
shop again even if it means driving to 
Santa Barbara to get the item I need. 
Three of these stores I purchased item s 
of clothing, and after wearing it once it 
ripped so I had to make another trip to 
the store to exchange the item s. Upon 
doing this I was informed that it would 
be repaired and I could pick it up In two 
days. The third trip to the store I pick­ 
ed up the a rticles and upon checking 
them 1 would not accept them due to the 
fact that the repair job looked as if it 
had been done by an am ateur. 
My dealing with these merchants re ­ 
sulted in the following: 
(1) A zipper was repaired in a dif­ 
ferent color thread than the item. My 
money was then refunded after three 
trips to the store. 
(2) I had to wait 45 minutes while the 
clerk and manager looked for the article 
I had returned two days earlier and was 
told they would have it repaired. When 
the garment was found I saw that the zip­ 
per had been sewn into the inside waist 
band facing and the facing would not turn 
down 
inside the garment. The garment 
was then replaced (after three trips to 
the 
store) but the saleslady tried to 
charge me again for it because the slip 
hadn’t been marked paid when it was 
returned and at that tim e the sales slip 
was also turned in with the garment. 
(3) The third garment was repaired 
in satisfactory condition but I had to 
wait three days and three trips to the 
store to get it done. 
(4) 1 purchased a pair of shoes for my 
daughter. After being worn once they 
ripped. I returned them and they were 
replao-d. I got home and discovered they 
were the wrong size. I returned them 
again. After being worn once the buckle 
cam e off. I returned them again and ask­ 
ed for a replacem ent. The manager re­ 
fused and said he w4>uld give me a slip 
to have them repaired. 1 told him if he 
couldn’t rep’ace them I wanted my money 
ba k. He refused and said he had replac­ 
ed them twice and wouldn’t again but 
he would have them fixed and 1 could 
pick them up the next day. I liad no oth­ 
er choice but to leave them for repair. 
I will liave to make five trips to one store 
for one pair of shoes that were defec­ 
tive. 
So, I repeat, why do we have to go to a 
store from three to five tim es for one 
article when we can go to another town 
and if we do receive merchandise that is 
defective the m erchants will replace it 
immediately.

Long cycle 


When Pope Paul VI warned in alarm 
that the “ crucifying” divisions and de­ 
fections in the Catholic clergy are threa­ 
tening the vary foundation of the Papacy 
itself, who can conceive any risk so pro­ 
digious? 


The 
history 
of 
European 
civiliza­ 
tion is a long cycle 
of 
rising 
and de­ 
caying cultures and 
beliefs, with periods 
of darkness interven­ 
ing: the rise, fulfill­ 
ment, decay and dis­ 
appearance of many 
men, nations, institu­ 
tions. 
And nowhere 
is history traced with 


a clearer pen than in the V atican’s an­ 
cient 
arm ories, 
from 
the phalanx of 
Alexander to the guns of C reey, which 
foretold the passing of chivalry. 
Rome had em perors for 500 years. 
Kingship was a ca reer open to talent. 
Vespasianus cam e once as the fourth 
man to be Em peror of Rome in a single 
year. Florentines interpreted S. P.Q.R. 
to read: “Sono P orci, Ouesti Romani” 
— 
“They are pigs, 
these Rom ans.” 
Em peror Constantine’s plan for re­ 
storing the tired and afflicted domain 
was the sanction of Christianity. The 
Edict of Milan (313 A.D.) made C h ris­ 
tianity the official religion, though not 
the only religion, of the em pire. 
The Romans left England a prey to the 
pagans of the north in 409 A.D The 
next year the Goths from Europe’s north 
took and plundered Rome itself. And by 
447 and Mongol Huns under the te r r i­ 
ble Attila cam e 
riding into W estern 
Europe from 
the 
steppes of Russia, 
drinking hot blood from their h o rses’ 
necks, their spirit as restless as their 
h orses’ hoofs. 
They crossed the Rhine half a million 
strong, destroying and burning as they 
cam e. 
The Roman Em peror’s sister, 
Honoria, proposed her own m arriage to 
Attila and he offered her a place in 
his harem if she could bring half the 
W estern Em pire as her dowry. 
The Roman general Aetius, leading a 
half-barbarian 
army (with the V isi­ 
goths) checked Mongolian Atilla at the 
Battle of Chalons (451) and the Russian 
peril drifted away. Aetius, who had saved 
Rome, was stabbed by his ungrateful 
em peror. N evertheless, w ithinexactly25 
years a barbarian w arrior, Odoacer, had 
deposed the last W estern Roman Em per­ 
or (Romulus Augustulus) and barbarism 
held away. 
Yet through all this the Papacy reign­ 
ed. In fact, the Church grew in power 
while the Roman Em pire dwindled. And 
when the em pire fell the Pope in Rome 
was the only powerful figure left. 
On December 25 in the year 496 the 
Pope announced the baptism of Clovis, 
the Frank, at Reim s and the gates of 
Lutetia (today’s P aris) opened to France. 
But a second stroke rang out on the 
bells and the T a rta rs entered P aris. 
Yet by 583 St. Columba came from Ire ­ 
land to Iona, the burial place of Scot­ 
tish kings, and even extended the rule 
of the Pope by bringing Christianity to 
the C elts. 
Europe’s Dark 
Ages, showing almost 
no human progress, covered about 700 
years between the 5thand 12thCenturies. 
N evertheless, from 
the ancient dynas­ 
ties, from Clovis with his pigeons com- 
ming down from Heaven to C harles V ll 
with Joan of Arc, Popes survived, a 
church survived. 
Pope Leo V I 11 ruled one year, fol­ 
lowed by Benedict V who ruled two, and 
there had been 29 Popes in the p rece­ 
ding century. Nearly everyone forecast 
the end of the Vatican. 
Through the 14th Century there had 
been more than 200 Popes. There had 
been 37 Pretenders. By the 15th Cen­ 
tury the Duke of Savoy, who election as 
Pope was contested, set up a rival Va­ 
tican in B asel, Switzerland. There were 
rumblings of still another rival Vatican 
in Vienna. 
Then on September 12, 1683, the Turks 
were routed from Vienna and all C hris­ 
tendom celebrated the end of the Moham­ 
medan menace to Europe. 'Hie Papacy 
was like a storm - beaten ship stag­ 
gering toward the shore. But it never 
found itself too fragile or disordered 
to last.
